We treat all of 
our customers alike. If, for any reason, you really want larger bulbs than we supply add 
50% to the price of the bulb as quoted in this catalog and we will go out of our way 
to oblige you. When price per dozen is quoted, the price of a single bulb is 10% of the 
dozen rate. 


TERMS. Cash with order by check, draft, money order, currency or stamp. Residents 
of California please include 3% sales tax. 


SHIPMENTS. All orders are sent FOB, Arcadia. When ordering please indicate in 
the space provided on the order form whether you will remit the postage upon receipt 
of the package or whether you want it sent via postage collect or express collect. If not 
so indicated we will send the package postage collect. 


SUBSTITUTIONS. As a general rule we do not substitute unless authorized to do 
so. However we suggest that you indicate a second choice when ordering or authorize us 
to use our judgment on substitutions of other varieties in case of shortage by checking 
the space provided at the bottom of the order sheet. 


CULTURE. Because of the great diversity of the materials we offer and the growing 
conditions of the purchasers we find it impossible to send out detailed growing instruc- 
tions. We have noted in the body of this catalog the broad basic cultural requirements 
and you have to take up from there on and use your own judgment. One pointer: please 
don’t be too anxious and too much in a hurry to grow the bulbs. We find that more 
persons fail from this cause than from any other. They over water, over fertilize, dig 
around the bulbs to see if the roots are starting to grow, and the funny part of it is that 
when the bulb can’t take it and finally up and dies the blame is usually placed on the 
bulb or the nurseryman because, as she says “I did everything and it died.” Well, Lady, 
you did too much! 


ORDER EARLY and avoid disappointments. Place your order for the whole year 
right now and we will mail the bulbs periodically at the planting time or when they are 
available. That way you will be more certain of receiving what you order and we will 
have an idea of the number of bulbs we will need for the season. 


WE GUARANTEE the plants we send out to be true to name, and to arrive in good 
condition. When you receive the plants or bulbs examine the contents of the package at 
once.

Achimenes 


Achimenes is related to the African Vio- 
lets and if you can grow one you can grow 
the other, except that Achimenes can be grown 
to perfection out of doors whereas African Vio- 
lets are strictly house plants. Plant the small 
rhizomes one inch deep in a porous soil such as 
you would use for Gloxina or Begonia. A soil 
rich in leaf-mould, peat and chopped sphagnum 
moss with no manure added is suitable. Place 
in a shaded location. Water sparingly until ac- 
tive growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are about two inches high. 
Never allow them to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality of 
the plants. Some plants just naturally make large 
bulbs while others just as naturally make smal] 
ones. Delivery November to April. $2.00 dozen.

They last three 
months on the plant and several weeks when 
cut. The color range is from white thru all 
shades of pink to deep reds. The size of the 
flower varies with the size of the plant. The 
larger the plant the larger the flower. Plant in 
osmunda and leaf-mould, or a combination of 
leaf-mould, moss and sand. Fertilize once in a 
while with liquid manure. Wet the leaves occa- 
sionally during the heat of the day with clear 
water.

They bloom during early summer and are of 
easiest cultural requirements. In fact, the most 
frequent cause of failure to flower is too much 
care and fussing with them. Plant in a sunny 
location and leave them alone other than very 
occasional watering in the summer. Any good 
garden soil will do and they don’t have to have 
good drainage. Delivery thruout the year, but we 
prefer to mail out the deciduous kinds during 
the winter. By the way, the deciduous kinds are 
ideal for growing outdoors in the cold sections 
as they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 


AFRICANUS MOOREANUS, MINOR. 
Small growing variety, and as it comes from high 
altitudes is nearly hardy. The plants are very 
small and three to five may be planted in a 6” 
BoD thus giving lots of color in a small space.

LILIUM 


Lilies 

These glorious new lilies were grown for you in 
Oregon, on the slopes of lovely Mount Hood. Or- 
der them now; select a spot for them in the gar- 
den—sunny, well-drained and if possible with a 
humus-rich, deep, porous soil. The bulbs will be 
shipped with their full root-system intact, as liv- 
ing plants, direct from our grower to you. 


Why buy lilies the mail-order way? Because 
they are living plants. Unlike the tulips and hya- 
cinths that are fully dormant for months, lilies 
never sleep. They should be planted back with 
the least possible delay. 


From our fertile mountain slopes in Oregon -to 
your garden they come, packed in damp peat 
moss, just as fast as the mails will carry them. 
Usually harvested and packed the day they are 
shipped, they will be full of vigor, ready to 
grow in your garden. 

Soils and Location: Lilies must have perfect 
drainage such as a gentle slope can provide. Air 
drainage too is important, for a good breeze can 
keep many garden pests and disease away. If your 
site is level and the soil heavy, then prepare 
raised beds for the bulbs. Take care not to dam- 
age the roots in planting. 

Sun or Shade: Lilies need sunlight, at least 
until 2 P.M. Filtered sunlight or semi-shade may 
bring out the more delicate colors, but they tend 
to make weak stems and soft flowers. Do not 
plant near house walls, walks or drives that re- 
flect sunlight or heat. 

Mulch and Ground Cover: Lilies are gross 
feeders and root deeply. They need a porous, 
well-aerated soil, rich in humus and _ well-bal- 
anced plant food. They like a good mulch of 
well-rotted cow manure, rich compost or decaying 
leafmold, and this can be applied several times 
during the growing season. The mulch keeps the 
soil cool, discourages weed growth and eliminates 
the need for surface cultivation which might hurt 
the stem roots. Shallow-rooted ground cover keeps 
the ground shaded and is beneficial. Do not ex- 
pect your lilies to compete with strong-growing 
perennials or shrubs. 

On Atriyal: Lily bulbs are never completely 
dormant. They must be received as soon as pos- 
sible after digging, hence orders should be placed 
with your dealer as early as possible. If slightly 
limp after their long trip, place them in wet peat 
moss for a few days. They will soon freshen up 


and should then be planted immediately. Never 
plant new bulbs where other lilies have failed 
to grow and never plant in heavy, soggy soil. 
They cannot be treated like tulip or daffodil 
bulbs which can be dried out and go completely 
dormant. Drainage is paramount. 


Cover the bulbs to a depth of four inches of 
soil.

SEEDS 


Following is a list of seeds of bulbous plants 
available this season. Because we have them in 
very small quantities and because of the great 
diversity of the materials offered we do not 
send out growing instructions with them. How- 
ever, there is very little difference in sprouting 
seeds of bulbs and any other seeds except that 
when you are working with bulb seeds you must 
have great patience. You can never expect them 
to germinate in three days and bloom in ninety 
days. They are not annuals. Great majority of 
the seeds will germinate the first year but some 
of them will take two years while most of them 
will require three to five years to come to bloom- 
ing size. So please don’t be scratching up the 
seeds every few days to see what is happening. 
Leave them alone and don’t drown them with 
too much water. Keep them moist and warm 
and let mature work for you. Germination of 
Orchid seeds has a special technique and you 


can easily learn it by goimg to your library 
and reading a book on orchids, especially the 
one by Prof. Edward A. White, entitled ‘‘Amer- 
ican Orchid Culture.,’’ and following his in- 
structions to the letter. You may not succeed the 
first time but you will soon learn. 

Seeds are put up in 25c packets, the quantity 
of seeds varying according to the value of the 
seed. Where there are less than six seeds to a 
package special mention of the price per seed or 
the number of seeds per packet is given. In case 
of Orchid seeds special prices are quoted. 

We send out fresh, viable seeds but assume no 
responsibility for their germination, growth or 
anything connected with them, and in case of 
failure we will not replace them. 

Some seeds can not be held for any length of 
time and they are delivered as soon as harvested, 
and for that reason it is imperative that you 
place your order before the seeds ripen.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SPECIAL USE OF CERTAIN PLANTS 


We are listing below, for your guidance, certain plants that are particularly well suited for 
specific purposes. We selected items that we thought were qualified for such use more than many 
others that are listed in the catalog. For instance—All agapanthus may be grown in pots, but some 
are so large and robust that within one season they will require tabs instead of pots; Dianella can 
be grown as a house plant but it blooms too late im the season; and all billbergas will thrive in 
hanging baskets but most have upright growth. In other cases the plants grow far better in the 
ground so why grow them in pots? 

For house culure we selected plants with long lasting ornamental yalues, winter blooming 
habit and convenient size. All or most of them should be grown out of doors when the weather 
permits and brought indoors only during the winter.
